Washington, November 25.— Increase

ON U.S. SOLDIERS 


NILLED N SKIRMISH 


Fifty-Eight Mexicans Cross- 
| ed Into United States Near 


United States Regulars. 


MEXICANS FIRST DARED 
U. S. SOLDIERS TO FIGHT 


Conflict Followed Period of 
Strained Relations, During 
Which Villa’s Men Hurled 
Insults at Americans.

Nogales, Ariz., November 25.—Fifty- 
eight Mexican soldiers, crossing into 
the United States at Harrison's ranch, 
east of here, fired on *six American 
troopers of the Tenth cavalry today. 

Twenty-five other troopers of the 


Tenth cavalry 
post opened fire on the Mexicans, kill- 
ing a number, according to reports, and 
bringing one wounded prisoner into 


camp. 
U. S. Troops Insulted. 
Sentiment among Villa adherents ap- 
parently was growing against Ameri- 
cans today. ‘The military authorities 
on this side of the boundary were un- 


usually vigilant. 

Vieente Terrazas, a cival official of 
Nogales, Sonora, was executed today 
by order of General Acosta, for having 
exceeded his authority in ordering the 
death of a Mexican who participated 
in the riots in the Mexican town last 
night. 

Acting Governor Carlos Randall said 
today he had télegraphed to Wash- 
ington that the rioting was caused by 
rumors that General Obregon had 
been allowed to vanee on Mexican 
ver A can territory:

Obregon reported to be 
ahead of the retreating Villa army 
lof General Jose Ridriguez, which 
is Yalling back upon Nogales, So- 
nora, just across the line, a bat- 
tle is believed to be near at hand 
today. Conflicting reports regarding 
the rumored movements of the con- 
tending forces heightened the excite- 
ment caused by activity of the Twelfth 
infantry, which was placed under arms 
hurriedly yesterday after a demonstra- 
tion at the international boundary by 
Villa cavalarymen. 

A number of Villa troops, just across 
the line, hurled insults at United States 
soldiers and dared them to fight. Feel- 
ing had run high in the Mexican town 
all day over the reported refusal of 
United States customs officials to allow 
foodstuffs to cross the boundary 
Mexico and this feeling was intensified 
by the report later than General Obre- 
gon was advancing on the American 
side against’ Nogales, Sonora. 

United States Troops Form Barrier. 

The answer to the Villa troopers ac- 
tions was a prompt order resulting in 
a barrier of United States soldiers 
being thrown along the line barring 
passage to all in either direction. 

Although last night was quiet, the 
feeling occasicned by the refusal of 
United States authorities to permit 
provisions to cross the line was further 
aggravated by the failure of the water 
supply. The water gervice is a local 
Mexican enterprise. People on the othér 
side of the boundary were convinced, 
however, that American authorities 
had cut the water off ig an effort to 
force the 1 of the town.

“LOAN OF VICTORY” 
EAGERLY TAKEN UP 


Occasion and Public Build- 


Yavesters of All Classes. 


Paris, November 25.— The first day's 
subscriptions to “the great loan of 
victory,” as the new French loan has 
been characterized by the minister of 
finance, brought out a greater num- 
ber of investors today than had been 
anticipated. The lines began forming 
at 9 o'clock at the special loan win- 
dows in all postoffice, at the banks 
and at the headquarters of the loan at 
the Pavilion de Flore. 

At the postoffices the subscribers 
crowded the corridors so that it was 
almost impossible to buy postage 
stamps. At the Credit -Lyonnais and 
other banks the windows set apart for 
the receipt of applications had to be 
doubled, while at the Bank of France 
the crowd was so big that the police 
were obliged to use extra precautions. 

All Classes Subscribe. 

Women in mourning, servants in 
white aprons, workmén in blouses, 
young boys and girls bringing their 
savings touched elbows with capital- 
ists waiting to subscribe millions. 

The first subscription was for 
$100,000. This was followed by one for 
$40,000 and two for $60,000 each. The 
greatest sum subscribed by a single 
individual today was $1,000,000 and all 
the formalities connected with it were 
completed in six minutes. 

The preliminaries of the issue re- 
sembled enthusiastic ee for 
a national holiday rather than ar- 
rangements for a great financial dper- 
ation. 

The first presentation of the special 
loan films in the moving picture thea- 
ters was greeted with cries of “Vive 
La France.” Everywhere in France 
public meetings were ‘held and resolu- 
tions adopted calling for generous sub- 
scriptions. Co-operative societies of 
all kinds which. are numerous and 
strong in France met at Lyons and 
other cities and sent complimentary 
addresses to M. Rfbot, the minister of 
finance. 

Indorsed by Unions,

all available funds: The railroad em- 
ployees’ union subscribed $250,000. 

At the Pavilion de Flore the sub- 
scribers were received by 406 tit 
widows and daughters of soldiers. — 
innovation of feminine help and bd 
introduction of simplicity in govern- 
ment work proved td be so successful 
that these features are likely te be 
extended.

The general assembly, which‘adjourn- 
ed its extraordinary session yesterday, 
passed a Western and Atlantic bill cre- 
ating a commission to consist of five 
members, who shall have power to 
make all investigations necessary and 
gather all data necessary to intelligent- 
ly making 4 new lease of the road, 
and, in addition, the commission is 
given full power to act in re-leasing 


the road. 

The lease expires in 1919. 

The commission is named as follows: 

Governor Nat E. Harris, 
Murphey Candler; of the state railroad 
commission; G. Gunby Jordan, of Co- 
lumbus; Judson L. Hand, of Pelham, 
and Fuller BE. Callaway, of LaGrange. 
This commission shall perfect its Own 
organization. 

The bill. also creates the office of 
special counsel to the commission, 
names W. A. Wimbish, of Atlanta, to 
fill that office. 

Commission Meets Seen. 

It will probably de Monday before the 
bill goes to the 2 fer his sig- 
‘stated last 
night that the n will meet 
just as early as possible to perfect its 
organization and o ahead with the 
performance of its duties. 

Governor Nat . Harris, Chairman 
Murphey Candler, of the railroad com- 
mission, and G. Gunby Jordan last night 
indicated to The Constitution their 
willingness and pleasure to serve upon 
the commission. 

Mr. Hand declined to make a state- 
ment until he has seen the contents 
of the Western and Atlantic bill. 

Mrf. Callaway was en route from New 
York to LaGrange as The Constitution 
went to press and could not be reached 
for a statement. . 

Wimbish Is Silent. 

Advised of his appointment as spe- 
cial attorney for the commission and 
asked whether he would accept Mr. 
Wimbish declined to state his inten- 
tions. “I feel that any statement from 
me at this time would be premature,” 
he said, “and for that reason I do not 
care to make one until after the com- 
mission has met and perfected its or- 
ganization.” 

A telegram from Mr. Jordan, in Co- 
lumbus, in response to an inquiry, reads 
as follows: 

“Have not been advised previous to 
this that I had been named as member 
of the commission, and do not presume 
that the bill is yet a law. if it is, the 
wish of the legislature and the gov- 
ernor that 1 should serve in that ca- 
pacity, I could not decline.“ 

Harris Is Gratified. 

Governor Harris said: 

I was very glad indeed the legisla- 
ture provided so.ideal a commission, i 
believe it is as good a commission as 
could have been ootained in tne state of 
Georgia, and, as I understand the 511! 
1 am sure this commission is going to 
ne able to make a Very advantageous 
jease of tne state road.” 

Chairman Candler said: 2 

»I am going to take a great deal of 
pleasure in serving with the governor 
and these three gentiemen. . Meally,.i 
feel the selection of these three mem- 
bers of the commission is almost an 
inspiration; it was a magnificent selec- 
tion. So far as 1 understand the bill it 
seems to be admirable, and under it, 
with the commission the legislature has 
provided, 1 feel the people of the state 
may rest assured that the lease of the 
states road is going to be an advan- 
sy 83 refusal of any member 
named to serve on the commission, the 
remaining members are authorized to 
elect a citizen or cit to fill the 
r af or vacancies.

In the metropolis there is a con- 
stantly changing, but always “large 
groups of young officers, some home 
from the front on leave, some from the 
camps in the provinceg.

Atlanta's most prosperous Thanks- , 
giving was observed yesterday. 

The season's spirits pervaded even 
the walls of prisons. Out at the federal 
prison some 1,600 pounds of turkey 
were served to 800 thankful inmates. 
Thanksgiving dinners were served at 
tlie stockade and the Tower, and police 
headquarters renounced beans and fat 
meat for the day, replacing it with 
Chicken, the turkey market having 
been exhausted. 

The stranger found W Thanks- 
giving menus in all the city’s cafes, 
and the forlorn wanderer who could 
afford only a seat at a lunch counter 
was offered turkey sandwiches for a 
dime, with a sprig of celery and a 
smear of cranberry sauce. 

League Serves Dinner. 

And the derelict, the poor aimless be- 
ing seeking shelter .wherever it was 
available, jobless, homeless, hopeless, 
was given a special dinner served at the 
Christian Helpers’ league, at 105% De- 
catur street, one of the city’s worthiest 
charitable mission houses. 

Then there were 200 poor children 
fed with turkey and cranberries and 
fruit at the Hamilton Carhartt Overall 
store at South Pryor street and Mitch- 
ell, the feast having been given by E. 
R. Partridge for the officials of the 
overall manufactory. The dinner was 
prepared and served by the Salvation 
army. 

There were many Thanksgiving 
scenes downtown all during the after- 
noon, but one of the most impressive 
was that crowd of newsboys that press- 
ed against the entrance of Falks’ waf- 
fle shop, at Peachtree street, near 
Houston, from noon until almost night- 
fall, clamoring for the turkey dinner 
that was served to them by J. H. Fa.ks, 
manager of the cafe. 

It needed but a mere announcement 
that Falks would serve a free dinner to 
the newsies to bring a horde of the kids 


of the street to his doors. The up- 
| stairs ladies’ dining room was closed 
to patronage until night, and the 
newsies ushered into the place in sec- 
tions of thirty. More than 250 were 
fed during the day. 

The orphanages . the Home for the 
Friendless, the Sheltering Arms, the 
Crippled Children’s home and the many 
charitable institutions, including the 
Old Women’s home, furnished turkey 
dinners for their inmates. The Asso- 
ciated Charities distributed many char- 
ity dinners, and the good church folk 
of the city were unusualy active in 
serving the poor. 

Weather Was Perfect. 


The day was a radiant one minus a 
chill. The sun added to the cheer of the 
spirits of humanity. The atmosphere 
had more of a touch of spring in it than 
autumn. Thousands were upon the 
streets, and the attendance upon the 
Tech-Auburn football 1 was the 
biggest of the season.

The subject of cigars is so vast that the 
mere attempt to contemplate it produces diz- 
ziness and gives the typewriter blind stag- 
gers.

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Western and Atlantic Bill 
and the Jones Automibile 
Tax Measure Passed by 
Both Houses. 


Having enacted all the legislation 
outlined in the governor’s call, with 
the exception of the state warehouse 
bill, which is otherwise provided for, 
the extraordinary session of the gen- 
eral assembly adjourned sine die yes- 
terday at 12:30 o'clock, after having 
been in session twenty-three days. 

The work of the extra session is re- 
garded by leaders of both branches of 
the assembly as most capable, and 
Governor Harris, in a farewell message 
Thursday, expressed the same view and 
thanked the assembly for its efforts. 

The session closed with the enact- 
ment of the Western and Atlantic com- 
mission bill and the Jones automobile 
license tax bill. After the report of 
the conferenec committee on the West- 
ern and Atlantic .bill, both measures 
went through without great difficulty. 
The “peace pact” which resulted in the 
breaking of the prohibition deadlock 
two weeks ago worked effectively for 
the harmony of the assembly until its 
close, and there were repeated indica- 
tions that old wounds have healed per- 

manently. 

Extra Session Legisiation. 

Brietiy the legislation enacted by the 
extra session is as follows: 

The Stovall basic prohibition bill, 
abolishing locker clubs, beer saloons 
and breweries in Georgia, effective May 
1, 1916, the tax for the year 1916 being 
prorated to May 1. 

The Stovall anti-shipping bill, effec- 
tive May 1, prohibiting the shipment 
into this state of liquor, providing, 
however, that each person of age may 
receive every thirty days, one-half gal- 
lon of whisky, or one gallon of wine or 
forty-eight pints of beer, upon com- 
pliance with certain regulations. 

The Mangham anti-advertising bill, 
effective May 1, prohibiting the sale in 
Georgia of newspapers or periodicals 
which publish liquor advertisements. 

The fish and game law, protecting 
the shrimp, prawn and oytser indus- 
tries of the coast counties, which meas- 
ure, it is stated, will bring to the state 
a material increase in revenue, 

The Jones automobile license tax, 
providing a graduated scale of license 
taxes for motor vehicles and a license 
tax for chauffeurs. 

The Western and Atlantic commission 
bill, creating a commission, giving it full 
power to act in re- leasing the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, the personnel of 
the commission to be as follows: 

Governor Nat E. Harris, Chairman 
Murphey Candler, of the state railorad 
commission; G. Gunby Jordan, of Co- 
lumbus; Judson L. Hand, of Pelham, and 
Fuller E. Callaway, of LaGrange. W. 
A. Wimbish, of Atlanta, is named as 
special counsel for the commission. 

State Warehouse Bill. 

The only measure included in the 
governor's call which was not enacted 
at the extra session was the state ware- 
house bill. This, however, was pro- 
vided for. By resolution of Senator 
John D. Walker, a committee from both 
houses had, been appointed to go into 
the matter and prepare a bill which will 
harmonize all ideas and present it at 
the regular session. The senate reso- 
lution provided for a committee of five, 
but that was amended in the house to a 
committee of eight, and the following 
appointments have been made: 

From the Senate—Messrs. Walker, 
Mangham and Wrenn. 

From the House—Messrs. Jones of 
Coweta, Stewart of Coffee, Shipp of Col- 
quitt, Roberts of Hall and Taylor of 
Washington. 

The committee will serve without any 
expense to the state, and is expected 
to make its report immediately after 
the regular session convenes. , 

When the general assembly convened 
Thursday morning for what developed 
to be the last day of the extraordinary 
session, the only two matters of real 
moment which remained to be disposed 
of were the Jones automobile bill and 
the Western and Atlantic bill. 

The Jones bill had been passed by the 
house and read for the second itme by 
the senate, and was placed upon its 
passage in the senate as soon as the 
aenate had disposed of the several de- 
ficiency appropriations which were upon 
its calendar. 

The senate placed a number of 
technical amendments upon the Jones 
bill, in all but one of which the house 
agreed. The house, however, declined 
to ree to the senate amendment pro- 
viding that automobiles could not 
operate upon the public highway with 
mufflers open. When the bill came 
back to the senate the senate receded 
from this amendment, so that now 
automobiles are allowed the open- 
muffler privilege. This, however, does 
not prohibit cities from legislating 
against it. 

The agreement upon the Jones bill 
was easily reached, and that this was 
true was due largely to the unceasing 
work of Mr. Jones,

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Io Football Championship 
Buy Defeating Plainsmen 


The Best Team Won—Plainsmen Outplayed in Every 
Department but Kicking—Strupper’s Two Spectacu- 
lar Runs Made Jackets’ Lone Touchdown Pos- 
sible—Tech’s Record Clean for Season.

The Tech Yellow Jackets brought 
their 1915 football season to a close 
yesterday afternoon by defeating the 
Auburn Plainsmen, 7 to 0, in a stub- 
bornly contested game, winding up the 
most successful season a Tech eleven 
has ever had. 

Eight games were played during the 
fall. Mercer, Davidson, Transylvania, 
L. 8. U., North Carolina, Alabama and 
Auburn all succumbed to the Tech ma- 
chine, and only Georgia, favored by a 
rainy day and a heavy field, were able 
to handle the Jackets, and the best 
they could get was a tie. 

In defeating Auburn Thursday the 
Jackets scored the second win that a 
Tech team has ever deen able to reg- 
ister on an Auburn eleven. The last 
Tech victory came in 1906. This was 
the nineteenth meeting between the 
two elevens. 

The Jackets, by the victory, secure a 
tie with Vanderbilt to the champion- 
. ship of this section of the south, 

Best Team Wen. 

The best team won. There is no 
question about it. Auburn was out- 
played in every department with the 
the exception of punting, and were on 
aper in the second period, and were on 
the defensive most of the time. 

The Jackets showed more drive to 
their attack into the line, a better in- 
terference on end runs, an ability to 
break up forward passes and a stiffer 
defense than Auburn’s. 

The game proved the best of the sea- 
son, as was predicted in advance of 
the game. From a spectator’s point 
of view it was easily the best game of 
several seasons, This was due to the 
play of both sides peine more open and 
more chances taken in handling the 
anid resulting trom the dry bali and 


Both teams fought fiercely. The 
Jackets’ play was even more savage 
than that of the Plainsmen, resulting 
in Auburn men being laid out inter- 
mittently throughout the game, some 
to be carried to the side lines never 
to return, 

A glance at the summary of ground 
gained and lost during the game is all 
that is necessary to prove that the 
better team won. 

Tech registered 14 first downs, 13 
on plays to 7 by Auburn, 5 on plays 
and 2 on penalties. Tech gained a total 
of 324 yards on end runs and rushes 
against 161 for Auburn. They also 
punted further, returned kick-offs fur- 
ther. But Prendergast’s Kicks aver- 
aged more than those of the Tech men. 


The Lone Score. 


The only score of the game came in 
the second period and was the result 
of two as spectacular end runs by Ev- 
eritt Strupper, the Tech halfbac as 
an Atlanta public has ever had the 
pleasure of witness. 

With the ball on Auburn’s 39-yard 
line, the first quarter ended. Strupper 
replaced Fielder for Tech and on the 
first play circled Auburn's right end 
tor 20 yards before being run out of 
bounds. 

On the next play, he started around 
left end. Cutting loose from his in- 
terference, he broke back into the cen- 
ter of the field, then  side-stepping 
twisting, dodging, turning, he eluded 
every man on the Auburn team, half 
of whom made a tackle for him, and 
sped for a touchdown. 
The run was spectacular, but made 
possible by reason of the fine interfer- 
ence that was furnished by his team- 
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mates. When Strupper would sidestep 
a tackler, one of his teammates would 
promp K dump bim before he could 
get back inte the play, and when he 
went over the goal line Senter and Go- 
ree were with him, blocking off the 
Auburn tacklers.

Captain Bidez then showed some of 
the stuff that has made him one of 
Auburn's famous string of line smash- 
ers. He hammered the line for 6, then

a touchdown, and the ball went over 
to the Jackets. 

It was a wonderful exhibition of line 
smashing, and as e an exhibition 
of defense by the Tech linesmen as has 
been seen here in many a day. 

At no other stage during the game 
did the Plainsmén have a chance to 
tally, and the game, as far as Auburn 
was concerned, developed into punting, 
while the Jackets started several 
marches, but could not get within the 
10-yard line of them, and always had a 
penalty inflicted when it hurt the most. 


The Game Stars. 


For Auburn the work of Bidez, Pren- 
dergast and Steed stood out on offense, 
while Babe Taylor, in the Iinal game of 
his career with Auburn, showed some 
more of the stuff that makes him all- 
southern lineman, 

For the Jackets, the lion's share of 
the praise will probably go to Strup- 
per, but he was aided valiantly by his 
teammates, his two runs, standing out 
in spectacular fashion, making him the 
game's real star. 

But on offense, Captain Morrison, 

Jonnston, Spence, Glover and Duncan 
did their share, the latter running well 
with the ball. Every time he carried 
it by main brute force, bowling over 
Auburn players so fiercely that time 
was necessary for them to get back in- 
to the game, while his interference to 
Strupper was the best. ever given a 
halfback by a Tech lineman. 
Bob Lang, playing his last game for 
the Jackets, played his best game. He 
piled play after play in the center of 
the line, and down the field with his 
ends on punts, made half of the tackles 
his side made. 

Hugh Mauck opened up big holes in 
the Auburn line for Spence to plunge 
through, while Barnwell also played 
nice ball.
